RECOUP. CLAIMS BEGAN PHOTOCOPYING INCRIMINATING DOCUMENTS WHILE 
ALONE IN BIS OFFICE. 

2. IACOBSON. INTERPRETER HAD BRIEF LOOK AT SAMPLES: (A) RECEIPT 
TO CHEMICAL BANK FOR CFA THREE MILLION PLUS, ABOUT US DOLS

SUBSEQUENTLY TOLD PER REF 2 NO MONEY FOR POTENTIAL WITNESSES 
EXCEPT TRAVEL, PER DIEM, WITNESS FEES. SOURCE SEEMED WILLING 
EXCEPT FOR GREAT CONCERN ABOUT OWN SECURITY, APPARENTLY MAINLY 
PERTAINING POSSIBLE GOS RETALIATION. ALSO, INTERPRETER 
AFTERWARD SAYS BELIEVES SOURCE DID NOT REALIZE TRAVEL EX- 
PENSES WOULD NOT INCLUDE LIVING COSTS TO BE PAID OUT OF PER DIEM;

4. SOURCE WAS TOLD CONSIDERATION WOULD BE GIVEN POSSIBILITY 
DISCREET IIS CONTACT WITH GOS, WITH OUT IDENTIFYING HIM, TO 
DETERMINE THEIR ATTITUDE TOWARD TRAVEL TO TESTIFY. SOURCE 
SEEMED RECEPTIVE TO THIS. HE HAS CLAIMED SOMEONE BESIDES IIS
